Coinage ßill 


President Refuses T o Sign 
B i l l Commemorating 
Gadsen Purchase In 
Coins 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, 
April 
22.—Presi­ 
dent Hoover Monday vetoed a house 
bill which would have authorized the 
coining of 10.000 
silver 
fifty 
cent 
pieces in commemoration of the 75th 
anniversary of the Gadsen purchase. 
In a special message of rejection 
to the hou.^e of representatives, Mr. 
Hoover pointed out th at in the past 
tm year;-, fifteen such special coins 
to an aggregate 
of 
over 
13,000,000 
pieces have been authorized, with five 
additional bills still pending for such 
coinage. He said, in his opinion, the 
growing practice of issuing commem­ 
orative coins was running contrary to 
the principles upon which the mone­ 
tary systems of the country wrere es­ 
tablished, and 
made 
counterfeiting 
easier because of the variegated de­ 
signs printed on the coins. 
first Outright Veto 
This was President Hoover’s first 
outright veto of a bill passed by the 
71st Congress. 
The President sub­ 
jected a minor bridge bill to a pocket 
veto during the Christm as holidays, 
but on th at occasion sent no mes- 
sage. 
T he President pointed out th at con­ 
gress itself had recognized the sound­ 
ness of the principle of limiting the 
number of designs to be used in com­ 
ing American silver by providing that 
’ no change in the design or die of 
any coin «shall be made oftener than 
once in 25 years from the year of 
first adoption. 
“The growing practice of issuing 
commemorative coins incidentally to 
be sold at a profit and provide funds 
for projects for celebrations, appears 
to me to run counter to this prin­ 
ciple and by their multiplicity to have 
become a misuse of our coinage sys­ 
tem,” the President wrote “these coins 
do not serve for circulating medium 
which is 1 lie real function of coins. 


! They introduce an element of confu­ 
sion and lack of uniformity. 
The 
danger of counterfeit coins being suc- 
| cessfully passed is unquestionably in­ 
creased by a multiplicity of designs, 
with which the public cannot become 
thoroughly familiar. Furtherm ore, the 
very premiums at which these coins 
! are sold stim ulate counterfeiting of 
i them. 
! 
The President adm itted there are 
many historical events which it is 
not only proper but desirable to com­ 
memorate in a suitable way, but he 
held the longer use of coins for such 
a purpose to be unwise. 
He suggest- 
; ed the government would be glad to 
S assist such celebrations by striking 
¡off medals which have no coinage 
! functions.

CHICAGO. 111.. April 22.—Some 300 
relics of the ancient Maya civilization, 
said to have been the olde.st and most 
highly developed among the aborigines 
of the new world, have been received 
by the i'ield Museum of Natural His­ 
tory here from a collector working in 
Central America, according to an an­ 
nouncement by Stephen S. Simms 
director of the museum. 
The collection includes a number of 
oboe-Iike whistles in the iorm of hu­ 
man figures played by means of sev­ 
eral holes producing different notes 
There are also a number of button 
shaped copper bells, with loops for a t­ 
taching them 
to 
the 
clothing 
or 
stnnging them into necklace.s or ank­ 
lets for ceremonial dancing. 
Among the interesting items are 
piUteiy stamps, reseinbhng in a gen­ 
eral wav the rubber stamps used to­ 
day, which were employed to impress 
designs on the bod> 
Arnatto dye was 
used, producing an effect similar to 
tattooing, according to J. Erie Thomp­ 
son, assistant curator In charge of 
Central and South American archae- j 
ology. 
O ther objects included a number of 
specimens of handsome painted pot­ 
tery, jade beads, fragments of ancient 
Idols and other artifacts. The mate- ‘ 
rial has been concealed for more th a n ' 
a thousand years in a thick forest 
lAhich covered the ruins of an an ­ 
cient city, and was exposed when 
modern Maya Indians cleared 
the 
ground with axe and fire in order to 
plant maize.
